Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  scald  among  the  "barreled  offerings  at  the 
Liverpool  apple  auction  Wednesday,  February  3,  buyers  were  cautious  in  their 
bidding  with  the  result  that  values  were  generally  lower  than  last  week,  ac- 
cording to  a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  For- 
eign Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    With  the  exception  of  scald,  tie 
condition  of  the  fruit  was  good.    Virginia  Yorks  were  affected  the  most  by  scald. 
Supplies  oi  barreled  apples  at  the  auction  were  moderate.     Sullies  afloat  for 
Liverpool  are  moderate.     Offerings  met  with  a  fairly  good  inquiry.  Albemarle 
Pippins  made  good  prices,  higher  than  those  of  last  week.     Sound  Virginia.  Stay- 
mans,  Pen  Davis  and  Yorks  made  about  the  same  prices  as  last  week.
